birth of the child she took it to a 
family at Mukwonago to be cared 
for at S3.00 a week. 
This family 


later transferred the child to the

Goetsch of Mukwor.age. Later Mat- 
tie Bare married Ralph Crone, and 
upon her .return to Wisconsin from 
Montana where she was married. 
»te petitioned for the return of her 
child. 
In the meantime on Febru- 


ary 26, 191S, Joseph Goetsch, as a. 
friend of. the child, petitioned for 
h:s own appointment as guardian 
In the usual form and the child was 
awarded to him. Mattie Bare Crone 
demands the return of her child in 
a suit and the judge awarded her 
the custody of the child, but pro- 
vided that she must pay Joseph 
Goetsch $755 as reasonable com- 
pensation for the care of the child. 
Joseph' Goetsch .appealed .from -that' 
part of- the decision changing the 
custody, 
Mattie Bare Crone, the 


mother, appealed from that part of 
the judgment requiring payment.

Goetsch's to this little 
child have 


been of' the best and tenderest and 
although the mutual affections that 
have grown up between them ant 
this child are very strong and de- 
serving of the highest prni.-e, yet 
such can never ripen into anything 
in the nature of a lien upon a hu- 
man 'being. The control by a credit- 
or over the custody of the person of 
a debter as security for the debt has 
long since been abolished. It never 


ist over the body 'of a child for any 
monetary claim. The scales in this 
case having been properly found to 
be inclihed'to the side of the moth- 
er as to the custody of .this child 
they cannot be tipped to the oppo- 
site by leading the other side with 
any monetary consideration.

GREEN BAY—Losses estimate, 


at $100,000 have been suffered by 
fisheries operating in Green Bay due 
to the early unexpected freeze up, 
according to information obtained 
yesterday. Nets in the ice cannot 
be recovered unless weather should 
moderate enough to break . up • the' 
ice so boats'can go.in search of the 
nets. There is little likelihood that 
a thaw will come before the nets are 
destroyed by the 'ice. The loss is 
said to be the heaviest ever sustain- 
ed by fishermen in Green Bay. .Some 
fishermen lost practically all" the 
nets they owned.

Two years ago 


pitchers in the association applied a 
variety of foreign substances to the 
ball and the consequence was a de- 
cided falling; off in. hitting and nat- 
ural djspleasure on the part of th; 
other players and the fans all over 
tho circuit 
Conditions superinduced 


by the actions of the pitchers be- 
case so bad that rules prohibiting 
the doctoring of the ball were drawn 
up the following: winter and have 
been rigidly enforced The burden of 
the enforcement, of course, rests on 
the umpires, but the judges of play 
in the association have performed 
this duty well, and there1 is no rea- 
son why those in the major leagues 
should not do likewise. 


"I would favor a rule which would 


prevent a pitcher from rubbing the 
ball on any part of his uniform or 
putting his hands in his pockets. I 
would not favor taking his glove 
from him, for a 
clever 
fielding 


pitcher is a big asset to a club ami 
he should not be handicapped in his 
defensive play by being compelled to 
discard his glove. To make this rule 
•practical I would suggest 
that a 


pitcher who violated it be fined and 
penalized by the calling of a ball on 
the batter. In the event of a second 
violation an additional fine and the 
award of a base an balls to the bat- 
ter might prove effective. A pitcher 
might "be tempted to resort to a 
shine ball or something of the sort 
in a pinch if he were merely fined, 
but none would care to incur a pen- 
alty in the game such as I have sug- 
gested. 


"There is no valid defence for any 


of the freak deliveries now employ- 
ed. The spit ball, to begin with, is 
disgusting and often accomplishes 
more harm than good. I venture to 
say that a'.most as many' games 
have been tossed away because 
a 


fielder threw a dampened ball wide 
at a critical moment as have been 
won through the 
use of 
spittcr. 


Facing these freak deliveries a bat- 
ter is asked to cope not only with 
'.lie natural skill of the pitcher but 
to labor under a very real handi- 
cap, which hardly is fair to him.' 


"It has been said that enforcing a 


rule against such deliveries would 
be extremely difficult because not 
only the pitcher but all his team 
mates would have to be watched 
closely to prevent them from tam- 
pering with the ball. 
This may be 


true, but I am inclined to think that 
the possibilities of the other player? 
rendering any real aid to the pitch- 
er in this way are very slight Put 
a curb on the pitcher and I am cer- 
tain that the abolishment of this ob- 
jectionable. feature of the game will 
speedily follow."
